Buenos Aires, S.A.. July 8.—Surviv- 
ors of yesterday's train wreck at Alpat 
acal in Argentine province of Mendosa 
in which a number of cadets of the 
Chilean Military Academy were kill- 
ed or injured, say that the boilers of 
the locomotives exploded from the im 
pact and that fire broke oue immediate 
ly, burning nine cars.

lack of respect for life to Luck. 

“If you probe the matter at all pro-! 
foundly, you will find half the troubles : 
most of the accidents, and many of the 
catastrophes come from carelessness. 
Carelessness is a difficult word.to dhal 
yse. It belongs to no particular cat-' 
egory, and may be found equally distri 
buted among the clever and the stupid 
the weak and the strong, the drab and 
the famous, and men who have or have 
not got either character, intellect, or 
soul.....,. We all know what careless 
ness is—and have suffered from it— 
but none of us know what it comes 
from, and we are forced to the trite 
conclusion that it is a serious defect 
which for want of a more exact definl- 
tion we must call self-absorption, in- 
sensibility, or lack of Care. 

“It has been said—or perhaps it has 

not — that all of us would behave well 
in a crisis, whether in a fire, a ship- 
wreck, a mob, or a burglary, but where 
nobility really comes in is in the daily 
experiences of ordinary life: and here 
I am bound to say carelessness makes 
things extra-ordinary difficult even for 
the most heroic.

Vancouver, B. G.; July 7(C.P)— 
‘Beveral_ expressions or words are in 
common use in Western Canada which 
are not so familiar in ths eastern pro- 
j vinces. Among the most common of 
_ these is the term “two bits,” a quarter 
* of a dollar. This term had its origin 
in the days when “pieces of eight”, of 
Plratical fame, were in reecognized cir 
culation in many countries and “one 
bit", of which one never hears today, 
had the value of one Spanish real. 

“Pieces of elght” were coins of. the 
value of cight Spanish reals and were 
generally known as Spanish dollars. 
‘These famous coins were sometimes cut 
into two, four and even cight parts. 
‘These small, ple-like silver segments 
were known as “bits” and cach repre- 
sented one eighth of a dollar, 

The expression came into Canada 
from the United States, where Spanish 
dollars were named as Iezal tender dur 
ing the War of Independence and con 
tinued in commercial use for some 
years. In the carly days of the elgh- 
teenth century Mexico and Peru and 
the other Spanish colonies In the Amer 
“teas supplied the bulk of the world’s 
silver. Instead of exporting the silver 
in the form of bullion, the Spanish first | 
minted it into the famous Spanish dol- 
lars, or eight-real pieces. 

Because of the expense involved in 
the process of minting many of the 
coduntries to which these coins were 
cent did not re-mint them, but simply 
stamped them with some distinguish-

PROV. BOOZE ACT 


Laws Appear In Hopeless 
Tangle—7, Out Of 9 
% Provinces Wet, 





Ottawa, Ont., July 14—(Canadian 
Press)—Canada's liquor laws appear to 
be in an almost hopelessly tangled 
state. With seven out of nine prov- 
inces of the Dominion now functioning 
under a system of Government Control 
of the sale of liquor, several knotty 
questions have been recommended by 
Dominion law officers for interpreta- 
tion by the Courts. 

Thre leading points which the judic 
icary may be called upon to decide are 

Is the importation of liquor into the 
provinces of Prince Edward Island, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Ontario, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
still prohibited under the Canada Tem 
perance Act? ~ 

8 the exportation of liquor out of the 
Provinces of Prince Edward sland, New 
Brunswick, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta still prohibited under the 
Canada Temperance Act? _ 

Is the New Brunswick Liquor Act re- 
specting Government Control as re- 
strictive as the Canada Tempesance 
Act, and if so, should seven of the 
counties in that province be again plac 
ed under the provision of the Canada 
Temperance Act prohibiting local sale? 
With respect to the first point, there 
are Dominion orders-in-council prohibi 
ting the importation of liquor into 
these provinces under the Canada Tem 
perance Act. Do these orders-in- 
couhell, it {s tech nically questioned, 
aff such of the seven provinces as 
have adopted government control? 
‘Under. an old axiom, It would appear 
that, as laws do not apply to govern- 
ments unles they 50 expressly = 
the’ governments of these provinces 
‘are expected from the provision of the 
Act, although private Individuals are 
restrained. Again, it is asked whether 
those orders-in-council automatically! 
lapse when the provinces to which 
they applied ceased to be dry. If the 
orders-in-council have lapsed, what 
authority is there to prevent the pri- 
vate individual from importing, seeing 
that the regulation of importation is a 

Dominion matter? 

In regard to the question of exporta 
tion, orders-in-council have been pass- 
ed by the Dominion Government pro- 
hibiting exportation of IMquor from 
Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick

If 
it is decided that prohibition ts not in 
force in these provinces, within the 
meaning of the Act, then exportation, 
it is argued, Is logleally permitted.

extent, to the activities and advertis- 
ing carried on by the Empire Market- 
ing Board. The work of this board, 
he felt, on the whole, had been ex- 
tremely creditable, He found Cans- 
dian business men in Britain strongly 
of the opinion that the sentiment thus 
created in the minds of the British 
public should result in greatly increas 
ed business for Canadian firms export 
ing to the British market, if it were 
now followed. by a program of puiilici- 
ty of Canadian products in Britain. 

Mr. Malcolm stressed the advantage 
that Canada had, due to her geograp- 
hicnl position, over other parts of the 
Empire in supplying many of the pro- 
ducts now bought by the British people 
from foreign sources, products which 
were vital to their existence. As to 
whether Canada should reap her full 
share of this trade It rests, he felt, 
largely with the producer, who will 
have to determine whether he will 
take advantage of this market with the 
assistance of the publicity offered by 
the various Governments. 

Problem of Marketing 

Mr. Malcolm said that the question 
of marketing goods in Britain was one 
which co-operation of the producer or 
requiring careful study, and one in 
‘shipper with the British distributor 
was essential, In the first place, he

of Crown Attorney Donnan inquiring 
whether the fracture might have been 
caused by Hunter falling off the small 
railroad bridge in Victoria Park.

FAVOR TOTEM 


Usk B.C., July 12.—in a few’ months 
tourists travelling into northern Brit- 
ish Columbla will travel over the totem 
-pole route, one of the most unique 
stretches of highway in Northern Am-. 
ica. Road’ gangs arc now at work 
slashing the right-of-way for the tot- 
em pole séction’of the Pacific highway 
One ts operating ‘opposite the Gitksan 
Indian village of Kitwange, near the 
line of the old'G.T. P., and the scene 
of one of the most picturesque Indian 
totem-pole villages in British Columbia 

Kitwanga is known among the Ind- 
fans as the West-minster Abbey of the 
Indihns, for it is thera that the men 

- orlals have been erected in the form 
of ingeniously designed and gaudily 
colored totem poles memorials to some 
of the most ilvstrious red men of they 
north country. 

The whole famile history of some of 
the tribal Icaders is delineated .on 
these totem poles, at the head of which 
is carved the’ image of the family’s pro 
tecting symbol, such as the beaver, 
crow, bear etc. 

The other road gan is at the south 
side of the Skeena River between Usk 
and Kitwanga Canyon. The Pacific 
Highway there will pass five totem 
soles and carved house posts to the 
number of fourteen,-cach of them a 
relic of vanished Indian glory. 


Some Helpful Hints 


For Busy Housewives 


-Don't litter up the kitchen when get 
ting a meal, because it will take n+ rs 
to ‘clean up” after the meal 1s over. 
Don't put the greasy spoon on the 
table; it Icaves a stain which requircs 
time to crase. Put it in a snucer. 
Don't crumble up dish towels. Rinse 
and hang them In the sun. Dont 
pour boiling water over china packed 
in‘a'pan. The dishes will crack be- 
cause of the slidden contraction and 
expansion. Don't black a stove while 
it is hot. It takes more blacking and 
less polis. Don't use, knives for scrap 
ing the table and pots. Don’t pour 
boiling water and soap on greasy spots. 
Molsten the spots first with a cold satu 
rated solution of soda, then scrub them 
with the grain of the wood, using cold 
soarsuds. 








The comfort of a sick-room bed de- 
pends on tucking in the under sheet so 
securely that it remains smooth and 
tight. Making mitered corners {s the 
best way to do this. Next put on the 
upper shect right side down, and allow 
ing for a gencrous turnover at the 
head. Tuck it in at the foot, using 
mitered corners. Then put on the 
blankets so that thelr top edge comes 
xbout- nine Inches below the head of 
the bed; turn the upper sheet back and 
tuck in all edges. Last of all, put on 
the spread, draw it smooth and straight 
and arrange the pillows. 





The varnish on some furniture {s’so 
hard and smooth that finger marks 
and soiled places may be remcyad with 
a cloth wrugg out of lukewarm suds 


made with white soap, and the finish 


restored by rubbing with a cloth, on 
which a few drops of light lubricating 
oil or furniture polish have been sprink 
led. In many cases this ts a good 
method when cleaning the tops of din- 
ing tables, but in gencral it Is unwise 
to put water on varnished, oiled or 
waxed surfaces. Painted and enameled 
furniture may, of course, be washed 
like any other surface so finished.

tax collections, as compared with. the 
same period of the fisc\ year in 1926, 
nre shown in figures Just compiled by 
the Department of National evenue. 

In the four months of the current 
fiscal year ending on Sunday the in- 
come tax collections will have exceeded 
$44,300,000, while the collections for the 
entire fiscal year, ending March 31 last, 
the collections amounted to only 347,- 
386000. It Is expected tliat the normal 
income tax collections for the present 
fiscal year will exceed $50,000,000. In 
addition, 2 large amount of arrears is 
being collected. ‘The increase in in- 
come tax revenue this year will be de- 
spite the 10 per cent. reduction in the 
rate of the tax and the Increased ex- 
emption for dependent children.

Made Elizabeth Seymour Abbott, 
M.D.. became Iecturer in pathology 
and curator of the medical museum 
at McGill at a time when the univer 
sity did not admit women to the study 
of medicine. Shortiy after her ap- 
polntment she unfolded her idea for 
an international, organization of cura- 
tors to Dr. Walter Reid. of Washing- 
ton, Dr. Reid was’ at that time en- 
grossed in his fight against yellox 
fever, but Dr. Abbott continued her 
efforts unaided and in 1903 they bore 
fruit in the first meeting of the pre- 
sent association, 

Despite the many other activities 
in which she was engaged this woman 
scientist took time to personally org- 
anize the association in several of the 
countries of Europe, enrolling many 
members in Great Britain, France and 
Maly. The Scandinavian nations and 
Holland are well represented today.
